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1960  SENIOR  SUPERLATIVES 


The  longest  class  meeting  in  the  history  of  S.H.S.  initiat- 
ed the  change  in  the  procedure  of  electing  the  superlatives. 
Mr.  Fordham  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  new  method.  Es- 
sentially the  system  consists  of  naming  a  set  number  of  persons 
for  all  around  superlativity  instead  of  tagging  each  individual 
with  a  single  title  such  as  "cutest,"  "wittiest,"  "most  intellec- 
tual," or  "most  athletic"  as  has  been  done  for  the  past  num- 
ber of  years.  After  much  debate  and  discussion  the  matter  was 
resolved.  The  new  system  was  passed  by  a  large  majority 
vote. 

It  was  decided  that  thirty  persons  would  be  nominated 
and  fifteen  superlatives  were  to  be  chosen  from  that  group  in 
an  election.  The  nominations  were  made  according  to  the  rule; 
a  reason  had  to  be  given  for  each  nomination. 

Nominations  were  based  on  a  list  of  qualities  voted  on 
by  the  class.  These  twelve  qualities  were  the  basis  for  nomina- 
tion: Initiative,  Service,  Talent,  Adaptability,  Leadership,  Co- 
operation, Dependability.  Loyalty,  Versatility,  Scholarship, 
Athletic  Ability,  and  Moral  Integrity.
